STINNES ATTACKS 
CUNO FOR OFFER

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—[via Tribune 
Wireless. Despite the refusal of the 
premiers at their conference in Lon- 
don to accept the German proposals 
for a settlement of the reparations 
problem, the industrial leaders of the 
nation are bitter against the govern- 
ment for having submitted the plan 
to the allies without first having con- 
sulted them. 

The Stinnes newspapers are especial- 
ly indignant, although the government 
officially explained that the proposals 
were merely plifications of those 
agreed to in a note to the reparations 
commission on Nov. 13. It was impos- 
sible, it was explained, for the govern- 
ment to consult the industrial leaders 
any more than other parties before 
sending the note. 

A most interesting statement from 
the foreign office today was an asser- 
tion that the government intends to 
refuse the allied demand to turn over 
the secret war archives before the al- 
lies make proposed cuts in their control 
commissions. Although the allies pre 
tend that they want access to the files 
in order to find out the extent of the 
German equipment before the armi- 
stice, allied intelligence’ officers freely 
admit the main reason is to get a peep 
inte German war secrets.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—Declar- 
ing the nation “must find a way to 
avert these futile, fatal appeals to 
force in industry,” Secretary Davis of 
the labor department recommended to 
congress today in his annual report 
that the conciliation machinery of the 
federal government be so expanded as 
to enable it to handle effectively nation 
wide industrial disputes. 

No better example of the futility of 
these appeals to force can be found,” 
said the secretary, “than the recent 
strike of the bituminous coal miners. 
After months of suspended industry 
the 600, 000 striking coal miners re- 


turned to their work without a single 
change having been effected in wages

Harold Almert, consulting engineer 
and former director of conservation 
for the United States fuel adminis- 
tration, gave the Western Society of 
Engineers at a smoke abatement sym- 
posium last night five rules for smoke- 
lessness which, if followed, would save 
Chicago $70,000,000, he declared.

BUILD CONCRETE HOTBEDS 
/ DURING LULL IN WINTER. 


HERE hotbeds are used sea- 

son after season it is cheaper 

to build them out of perma- 

nent material, such as cement 
or brick, than it is to make a new 
one out of wood every season or 
two. There are usually a few days 
of weather warm enough that con- 
crete work can be done safely during 
the winter. The hotbed should be 
built within the next few weeks so 
it will be ready for use early next 
spring. 

R * 


Concrete beds last indefinitely, at 
least the lifetime of the average gar- 
dener. Market gardeners use them 
extensively. Home gardeners find 
that they pay, because with a good 
hotbed fresh vegetables can be pro- 
duced much earlier and plaints, such 
as tomatoes and cabbage, can be 
started several weeks before it is 
warm enough to do outdoor planting. 

Go below the frost line in making 
the hole for the bed—three feet below 
the surface of the ground is a safe 
depth in this region. In building 
the forms allow about five and a half 
feet between the inner surfaces of 
the walls, and make the walls about 
ten inches thick below the surface. 
A x inch wall is thick enough above 
ground. Hotbeds, of course, may be 
made any length.
